PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The 
police officer was down with a bul- 
let in his head os his partner pound- 
ed on his chest screaming "Donald, 
don't leave me!" 

Now, Donald McMullin, after 
two operations and lengthy rchobil- 
itation, is hoping to return to the 
force for the first time since that 
June 27, 1991, shooting. He is cx- 
pwting to get the same partner —

Few thought Donald would sur- 
vive, much less work as a police of- 
ficer again. Some people he meets 
on the street think he died. 

"They’ll recognize me but they'll 
think I’m Brian and they'll soy, 
'You’re the officer that lost his 
brother in the' guhfight, aren’t 
you?'^onald said in an interview. 
"It’s kind of hard to ' 

tell them, ’It’s me who was shot 
and I’m here."' 

Donald an.d Brian had stopped o 
_car_wiih..no-hcadIights. about 2;1S 
that Thursday morning. 

A gun muzzle flashed and Don- 
ald went down. Brian summoned 
help, fired Id rounds at the fleeing 
car and tried cardiopulmonao' re- 
suscitation to keep his brother alive. 

Two men were later arrested. 
James Leath, who ftred at Donald, 
was convicted of oggm voted assault 
and weapons charges and sentenced 
recently to at least 22H years in 
prison. The other man, the driver, 
was acquitted. 

Donald, with Brion constantly by 
his side, remained unconscious for 
two weeks. When he owoke, he re- 
membered nothing 9f the shooting. ’ 

"It’s amazing how close you con 
come to losing your life and not 
even remember iC’ he said. 

A breakthrough .in his recovery 


come when he remembered talking 
to kids on a street comer before the 
shooting. And then, one day, he 
also rcmembcivd Brian’s voice dur- 
ing the CPR. 

"He was saying, 'Donald don't 
leave me! Don't leave me, Donald!’ 

I was telling him. Tm not going to 
leave you. I'm not going to leave 
you.'' But he didn’t remember me 
saying that. Obviously, the words 
weren’t coming out." 

■The McMuIlins, 2S-yeor-old fin- 
tcmal twins, won’t be bock on the 
street. Donald lost some peripheral 
vision from the bullet that nicked 
his optic nerve before stopping at 
the bock of his skull. He can't 
drive. 

Brian said he couldn't return to 
patrol duty without Donald. He 
works in victim assistance, where 
Donald plans to join him on limited 
duty. A starting dale has not been 
approved yet by the police commis- 
sioner,.si»kc8Woman.Sgt..-TheTesa , 
Young said. 

His new Job will involve coun- 
seling vietims, tryin{| to get their 
medical expenses reimbursed, re- 
covering monev lost to robbers and 
referring people to agencies that 
can help them. 

..It’s tt for ciy from the adrenalin’ 
sui^e of climbing rooftops to chase 
burglars or drug dealers, the excite- 
ment that dr^ Brian and Donald 
into police work. But Brian said it's 
rewarding and, because of his own 
ordeal after seeing his brother shot, 
he can relate to the victims’ experi- 
ences.

But Fitzwatcr said Bush would 
make “everything" in his own files 
public, along with the transcript of 
the president’s five-hour interroga- 
tion by the independent counsel's of- 
fice in 1988, os soon us the transcript 
is returned to him by Walsh’s aides. 

In.a bitter denunciation of Bush’s 
Christmas Eve pardons, Walsh re- 
vealed that his o^cc learned on Dec.

Christmas in Somalia 


Russia’s new economic reform 
chief: No new programs needed

MOGADISHU, Somalia — About 20,000 Amcri- 
csns. bOT, lonely and homesick, exchanged field ra- 
tions with forei^ soldiers, built makeshift omament- 
; ed trees or raced captive sand crabs — almost any- 
thing to tiy to make Christihas Day festive. 

But no matter how inventive the troop.s got, the 
punishing equatorial sun and the constant silent stares 
of the poor, starved tind bedraggled Somalis made 
this just another harsh day in purgatory. 

‘T hate this place, it’s miserable and wc don’t even 
have mail ycC’ groused Ingrid Miller, a teen-age 
Seabee based in Coronado, Calif. She and some other 
women Seabees down at the city’s port fashioned a 
tall Chnslmas.tree by draping green mosquito netting 
from a pole and hanging colorful decorations that in- 
cluded spent brass cartridge casings, tiny paper con- 
tainers of salt and instant cofTcc. 

But the more that Miller and the other American 
troops scumed to create the trappings of Christmas, 
the more it seemed that they only reminded them- 
selves how far from home and loved ones they were. 

“I think everybody was OK until the' carolers came 
through,” said Seabee Rhonda L'cBcau. “Everybody 
got bummed out. It sank in.” 

Althqugh most Americans here want to help Soma- 
lia and its war- and famine-stricken people, this place 
w^ anything but joyous on this holiday. 

' “ft doesn’t seem like Christmas,” said Duane Purs- 


er, a Protestant chaplain from Irvine, Calif., who is 
attached to a Marine unit from the Marine Air Station 
at El Toro, Calif. 

Purser, who ha,s been in the Navy for 10 years, said 
that he gave a special sermon to tlte troops to empha- 
size that the hardship.s thcy arc experiencing here arc 
fora higher cause. .. 

But it was not just sermonizing that Purser has 
been ofTering the sad, mostly young Marines in Mo- 
gadishu this Christmas. 

He offered a ready car to the troops who streamed 
to him .seeking soothing words for their depression 
and homesickness. A Marine visited him "every 10 
minutes” to ask when the American troops — some 
of whom had participated in the gulf war and* were 
away from their families for the .second year in a row 
on ovcrsea,s- missions — will gel to go home, Purser 
said. 

At the Mogadishu airport, where the intemulionat 
relief effort is stockpiling goods to feed the starving 
nation through a network of inland bases, most troops 
were (oo* sweaty and too preoccupied with their 
heavy labors to dwell on being away from home dur- 
ing Christmas. 

Indeed, even as many of the troops in the capital 
were bemoaning their absence from the familiar or 
thanking their fates Chut (hey and their fumilics do not 
suffer the wrciched conditions that most Somalis 
have struggled with, the U.S.-led Operation Restore 
Hope was extending its reach.

But Gorbachev acknowledged that 
Yeltsin “has not yet exhausted his 
potential’’ — and added that neither 
has he. 

Gorbachev resigned on Dec. 25, 
1 991 . following the collapse of sev- 
en decades of central Kremlin au- 
thority. 

Tlic Soviet Union's demise was 
brought about by many of the politi- 
cal reforms that Gorbachev himself 
begun after coming to power in 
1985. 

Although he remains popular 


abroad, the 61-ycar-oId Gorbachev 
is widely disliked at home. 

In an interview with the daily 
newspaper Trud, Gorbachev said 
dangers he had warned ubout-hove 
come to pass. 

"People’s lives have deteriorated 
so sharply to levels unimaginable a 
year ago,” he was quoted os saying, 
but he added that economic reform 
was not a “fad,” 

“Understandably.- it is impossible 
to bring back the U.S.S.R. or revive 
the union in its old sense,” he said.

TWIN FALLS - A dhiubicd Vietnam 
veteran says four Twin Falls police ofilccrs 
knocked him to the ground und injured his 
back during an altercation earlier this 
month. 

But the ofTiccrs say in their police report.s 
thot William Goertzen, 42, was 
uncooperative during the Dee. 15 incident 


and that he shoved one officer and had to 
be arreslcd. ) 

•flf what he says is true, I think he could 
have a very good civil rights case," said 
attorney. Randy Stoker, who is defending 
Goertzen on charges of resisting arrest and 
battery on u police officer. 

Goertzen of Kimberly has pleaded 
innocent to the misdemeanor charges and 
Hkelywill stand trial in April 1993, Stoker- 
said. 


During that time, Stoker said he will 
consider whether to file a tort claim against 
the city of Twin Falls and the officers. 

Twin Falls police Capt. Bob Hodge said 
neither t)ie officers nor the department will 
cumment on the incident because of 
possible legal action.

At least one 
family a week arc given a warm 
room, hot showers and 
comfortable bed.H. 

Most of the travelers are 
referrod to the motel by the police 
or slierifTs department. Some arc 
sent the Jerome Ministerio-I’ 
Association, which pays for a 
room”m”o special ratcT^any ol 
the other overnight visitors pay 
nothing at all or a small fee. 

“You got to give out, if you 
cxpecl God to give you anymore 


than you got,” McCollum said. ' 

In the motel office is o big box 
filled with notes with words of 
, appreciation from those who have 
spent a quiet night at the well run 
mold. 

One note written on toilet paper 
says; “God bless you real good. 
We h a d a warm place to stay last 
night." 

There have been many pregnant - 
mothers, teens who have run away 
from home, fathers with small 
children in low who seek refuge ut 


McCollum not only gives them 
a place to stay, but a cheerful and 
encouraging word and sometimc.s 
a bit of fbiherly advice. 

On the marquee at the motel 
entrance, McCollum display.s 
messages — that — tell — of — his— 
philo,sophy, including: "We 
entertain angels unaware," or "A 
friend loves at all times.”

Groundwater 
surfaces as top 
ecosystem issue

TWIN FALLS - Let's say you buy a 
piece of land outride of Twin Falls County 
and build a house on it. Later, yolt 
discover that a previous owner of the land, 
had dumped toxic chemicals on it, and thi>. 
chemicals have since percolated down into 
the water table and contaminated the local 
groundwater supply. •' 

Unfortunately, .no one knows who 
dumped the chemicals in the first place. 
Who should pay to clean up the mcs.s? 

Answering that question will be one of 
the major cnvironmcntal .issucs to face the 
1993 Idaho Legislature. 

The Groundwater Quality Council, - 
representing agriculture, •industry, 
government and environmental interests, 
has been working on the problem of 
liability for past practices for much of this 
year. 

The basic i.ssue^ soys Sen. Laird Noh,

TWIN FALLS — Last session, the Idaho 
Lcgislulurc considered, if only briefiy, n 
proposal for a universal, state-run health 
insurance system. The plan, dubbed 
IdoHcalth, died when the state Senate 
rejected it 42-0. 

This session, the Legislature will set its 
sights a good deal lower: keeping the 
current M^icaid program afloat.

"We’re really concerned about 
Medicaid,” said Roger Sherman, executive'

ability ofUie people who are mo.st in crisis 
to stay healthy," Sherman said.

About 73.000 Idahoans currently 
are covered by Medicaid. Among 
oth'er tilings, the program pays the 
hills for a third of all babies Imm in 
idtilio. 

But Medicaid is projected to run 
oiii of money by April unless Hie 
Legislature pumps in an e.xtra SI4 
million or so. That will trigger 
enough in federal nitilching funds to 
keep the iprograin going until June 
.30. the end'of the PJ‘J.3 fiscal year. 

Medicaid's woes, liiough, wot\*i 
end. with the new fiscal year. 
Rapidly rising medical costs «• up 
27.S pcrccnl in the past six years - 
and mandates hy both the state and 
fuderut governments to cover more 
people. and more services have 
stretched Idiilio's Medicaid program 
close to the breaking point. 

A .specijil task force has 
recommended several ways to put 
Medicaid on a more solid footing. 
The Legislature likely will consider 
at least some of them this session. 

Counties have expressed some 
concern that because of the slate's 
tight fiscal situation, it may put off 
taking over the caiasiiophic health 


care program (commonly known as 
the "cat fund"). T)jc cat fund pays 
for medical services provided to 
very poor people, over a $10,000 
ihreshuld. 

Bui Rep, Maxine Boll, R-Jerome, 
says Hie stale will live up to the 
promise it made two years ago to 
fund the cal fund, at a cost estimated 
at ,$4 million to .$5 million. 

"It's our baby now," Bell s.'iid. 

New Mouse Speaker Mike 
Simpson. R-Bliickfool. has said the- 
Legnslatiire .should to reconsider 
some of the recent expansions in 
Medicaid, as u way to save money. 

But Sherman says it would he 
shortsighted for the Legislature to 
cut either the, medically needy 
program oc pur.sonal care services 
from Medicaid, ixtcausc in Ilie long 
run liuih programs save more money 
than they cost. . 

“Medicaid Is part of the solution, 
nol pan of the problem." he .said. 

Sen. Dean Cameron. R-Ruperi. 
agreed that expanding Medicaid 
eligibility probably will be key to 
providing health insurance to the 
I60.(KX) Idahoans who lack it. 

Another special task force, on the 


health-insurance crisis. ha.'| 
recommended that Mcdicaitj 
eligibility be increased for pregnanj 
wornen and tihildrcn ihrough age 6j 
as well as funding the medically 
needy program. I

The world’s most famous woman is pop- 
ping up in some surprising places.

: the crowds swelled into ^e thousands and 
his neighbors got angiy when their lawns 
' were trampled. Police worked overtime on 
crowd control.

•; in her classic white-ond-bluc gori). but in red 
or in an outfit of white, gold and tan. 

Femwalt wondered about that oddity, but

All the sightings are part of a worldwide 
'revival of Mary’s popularity, a mainstay of 
'"the Catholic Church that faded in the 1960s 
“ and ‘70s.

, MEDJUGORJE, Boania-Hcrzegovina - 
They soy if you come to this mountain 
village, renowned among Catholic for 
miracles, you should keep an open mind. 

They aren’t kidding. 

“I have seen the sun spinning," said 
Mary-Jo Chenever, 35, a registered nurse 
from Birmingham, Mich., in Medjugorje 
earlier this month for the third time in 
two years. 

"I saw two golden pencil-thin beams of 
light appear on the altar in the form of a 
cross,” said the Rev. Joe Anthamattcn, 
76, of . Liberty, - Mo., explaining what 
brought him to Medjugorie. 

During the vision, “the pressure on my 
head was so great I thou^t I would die. 
Some people pray for visions, but 1 
would not recommend it to anyone.” 

Although the war in the former Yu- 
goslavia has kept tourists away, the faith- 
ful still trickle into Mcdjugotje (pro- 
nounced maj-e-GOR-oh) from the United 
States and around the world. 


In the II years since six children re- 
ported seeing Mary, the mother of Jesus, 
on a mountainside, more than IS million 
people have come to check out the village 
for therhselves. 

Like Lourdes, France and Fatima, Por- 
tugal, Medjugorje is a popular pilgrimage 
site. But the war has token its toll. 

Only a few souvenir shops and pizze- 
rias remain open along a normally 
bustling and somewhat tacky strip outside 
the town church. The tourist offices and 
rental-car agencies are closed; some have 
windows taped up in cose of shelling. 

Nearby towns and cities have been rav- 
aged by Serbian attacks, but Medjugor- 
Je’s brush with war has been brief. A few 
bombs came flying in earlier this year, 
•killing some farm animals, but it is 
peaceful riow. The nearest fighting is at 
least 10 miles away, 

In calmcr tUncs, the small village in 
southern Bosnia could be chock full of 
thousands of tourists, sometimes packing 
the church so that confession would have 
to be held outside. 

Now, only handfuls of the most devout 


believers find their way to Medjugoije, 
many on charter trips from the United 
States. The believers huddle in the front 
pews of the cold, echoing church to hear 
homilies of peace and reconciliation, in a 
country whcre-thcrc is little of cither. 

Most visitors also seek out one of the 
town's six visionaries — the children, 
now grown, who first reported seeing 
Mary in 1981. They ore no.vV in their 20s, 
and it is said they speak regularly with 
Mary., Once a month, on the 25lh, it is 
said that Mary sends a message to one of 
them. 

Few sec Mary when they come to Mcd- 
jugoijc. But most say they don't expect 
to. Rather, they tell of other miracles. 
Some say they brought back rosary beads 
from Medjugoije, and the beads have 
turned to gold. • 

Others say they hove seen lights on a 
nearby mountain cross, or lights like fire- 
flies in the church. 

"I question some of the stories myself," 
said the Rev. Slavko Barbaric, A<j, a Fran- 
ciscan priest who is spiritual adviser to 
the visionaries.

Millions of pilgrims visit Marian shrines 
each year, and the revival has produced spir- 


itual renewal and changed lives. 

It also has become an intcmalional indus- 
try, pumping out videos, T-shirts, wrist- 
watches, bumper slickers, rosaries, jewelry, 
greeting cords, bpttles of holy wotcr, books, 
magazines, newspapers and campaign but- 
tons that proclaim: “I’m One of Mary's Peo- 
ple!” 


A fax machine network whizzes Mary’s 
latest messages around the planet. Confer- 
ences held 01 least once a month around the 
country draw thousands. 

Many enlhusiast.s claim the revival is so 
powerful that it caused the downfall of com- 
munist regimes in Eastern Europe and the 
Soviet Union. They say those events were 


prophesied in 1917, before the Russian Rev- 
olution, when Mary appeared to three chil- 
I dren in Fatima, Portugal, and predicted de- 
tails of the rise and fall of communism, 
Critics say many Marion cnlhusiosts arc 
gullible and arc ofien caught up in customs 
thot seem superstitious. They charge that 
miracles associated with Mary arc not so 
miraculous nficr oil, Last year, Denver oph- 
thalmologist Lawrence Winogrod issued a 
public warning to Catholics in Colorado 
about the serious eye damage tliat con result 
from the common Marian wonder known as 
"the miracle of the sun," 

Late last year, Winograd noticed that 
some' Catholics were damaging their cyc.s by 
looking into the sun from a Denver hilltop. 
Pilgrims still ore going to the site in hopes of 
seeing the sun vibrate, change shape or .send 
, off colorful sparks. 

“What people arc doing is burning a hole 
in their retinas,” Winograd said in an inter- 
view. "The dancing sun is caused by the 
eye’s reflexive reaction to looking at the sun. 
If you look long enough to sec colors — 
that’s cells in your eye exploding. The dam- 
age is permanent." 

Many Catholics consider the Marian re- 
vival itself to be a miracle, but there arc nat- 
ural forces behind it, too. Pope John Paul II 
has vigorously promoted it for 14 years. It’s 
also part of u general religious revival in 
Eastern Europe and, in the United States; 
many older Catholics like Poshadio want to 
recover traditions from their youth, 

"These experiences tend to happen in 
places where Catholicism seems to be in a 
.state of crisis or where there is a lot of so- 
cial, political and economic anxiety." said 
Sandra Zimdars-Swarlz, professor of reli- 
gious studie.s at the University of Kansas.

From an empire to an unraveling 


Falwell not able 
^ to ‘naake things 
happen’ like before 

" LYNCHBURG. Va. (AP) - Over the yeare. ns 
Margaret Durbin watched the Rev. Jerry j'alwcll 
on "The Old-Time Gospel Hour." she began to 
view him as “the one telev.ingelist you could trust 
and believe in." 

Captivated by FalweM’s unflagging optimi.sm 
and ussuninces, Durbin and her hu.sband. retirees in 
DalliLS, invested SIO.OOO in his ministry. 

Tlicy never suspected it was in trouble, 
lliey did not know that Falwcll’s Liberty Uni- 
versity was fulling S73 million in debt, that "'nie 
Old-Time Go.spel Hour" would soon be S16 mil- 
lion in the red. or that the deed to his lliumas Kuad 
Baptist Church would be in tlie hands of the feder- 
al government. 

Or that in 1 989. the same year the Durbins made 
their investment. Falwell would disband the Monil 
’ Majority, the political organization with which he 
hud tried to dominate the national agenda, and shut 
down his national television network. 

In the blink of an eye, Falwell had gone from a 
central figure on the nation’s stage to a bit player, 
burdened by cnonnous problems. 

But how could Uie Durbins expect all that? After 
all, Jerry Falwell could make things happen. 

ilioma.s Road Baptist Church, founded in 1956. 
had grown from 35 members to 22,000, and ‘T he 
Old- fime Gospel Hour” was curried on nearly 200 
stations. From its founding in 1979 to its demise a 
decade later, the Moral Majority drew S69 million 
in 'donations from 6 million people. 

At the height of his power, Falwell called 
Ronald Reagan’s 1980' election to the presidency 
"my finest hour" and a "mandate" for the Moral 
Majority; three years Inter, U.S. News & World 
Repon listed him as one of the 25 most influential 
people in America. 

But then came the 1987 sex-and-money scandal 
that engulfed Jim Bakker. Jimmy Swaggnn got 
caught with a prostitute — twice.. Donations 
dropped off to many televangelists. 

Contributions to Fulwell’s fundumcnialisl Bap- 
tist ministry, for example, slipped from $135 mil-
